GENERA I. LOGAN ON “ FIAT MONEY.” 
In a recent speech at Clinton, Illinois, 
General John A. Logan paid lits respects 
to the lunacy ot tbe flutists, as follows: 
Now, my friends, let us glance for a mo­ 
ment at tbe basis upon whic 1 rests the 
whole theory of what is called the green­ 
back creed, improperly so called, however, 
as the greenback belongs to the Republican 
party by patent right, and the use of its 
name iii designation of a spurious article is 
as unwarranted as it is dishonest. But the 
basis of the greenback creed, that w hich 
underlies the main structure as well as its 
various wings and additions, and this. too, 
whether promulgated in the platforms ot 
the National party or tbe Democratic par­ 
ty, or in their campaign documents, or 
their speakers on the stump, 19 the simple 
assertion that a Government has the power 
to create money. Now you will observe 
that there is a broad distinction between 
the creation of actual or real money, aud 
the creation of representative money. Gov­ 
ernments can create representative money, 
and every civilized Government of the 
world probably does so at this day. 
But 
mark the difference between real money 
aud representative money. Real money 19 
something which has an exchangeable 
value among all commercial nations, and 
lo ig usage has constituted the precious 
metals the materials of which it shall be 
made. Representative money is something 
which represents real money. 
Now gold 
aud silver are the metals which, by univer­ 
sal consent, are used as the standards of 
value ;and, being so recognized, they have 
an inherent worth—that is, the value re­ 
sides within the thing itself. Now paper, 
not being a standard ot value, has no mhei- 
ent worth, no matter what devices may be 
printed or engraved upon it; and when 
Governments issue notes for convenience 
of handling and safety against loss by rob­ 
bery, etc., they can only have a value in so 
far as they represent tbe recognized stand­ 
ard of value. Take that standard from 
behind them and they are only bits of pa­ 
per. Heoce, you see, it is impossible to 
create money out of nothing. 
A man may 
give you his cote of hand, promising to pay 
a certain sum by a certain date, but his 
note Is valuable to you only as it represents 
an ability and disposition to pay that which 
is recognized as money by your neighbors, 
aod will be taken by them in exchange for 
articles which you need. 
But the Green­ 
back theory proposes to take away the 
representative character of the bill or note 
entirely, and declare that a certain piece 
of paper is a dollar dc facto. 
FIATISM ILLUSTRATED.

THE CONFEDERATE FIAT. 
But I wish to illustrate this fiat method 
of creating money value out of something 
which has no value a little more fully. I 
deny the power to create money by m ire 
flit, and I will illustrate it in this way: 
Here is a $5 Confederate bill. [The speak­ 
er produces a bilk] Now, suppose I ask 
some G reenbacks how much it is worth, 
be will say it is not worth a cent. 
Why 
isn't it ? I was told the other day it was 
because tho Confederate Government had 
failed. But if it was created money, the 
failure of the Government couldn’t affect 
it. Now suppose this coin to be a $10 
gold piece, stamped by the Confederate 
flutes ot America with tho stamp of their 
bogus Government. But the Confederate 
Government has failed, and I want to ask 
how much tins gold piece i9 worth ? f A 
voice—“$10.” I It Is worth $10 just as 
much as it was when first stamped. It is 
worth that sum without the Confederate 
stamp as well as with it, because their 
stamp does not allect the value at ull, but 
is a simple certificate as to the quantity 
and quality of the cold contained in tbe 
money, 
lienee the creation is not in it 
—the power to create does not exist in the 
Government, only the power to certify as 
to quantity and quality. When you ta*e a 
$5 note and declare it to be worth $5, the 
rca. truth 19 that it isn’t worth a cent un­ 
less there is something in it besides the pa­ 
per. 
What is that something ? A prom­ 
ise to pay. A promise to pay what ? Why 
a promise to pay in full and the promise to 
redeem in coin are the only things which 
put a value in the paper at all. This prom­ 
ise exists in the stamp or in the printing. 
It assumes a promise on its face, which 
giyes it value. Hence, I say, we may make 
legal tenders to any amount we choose, but 
without the promise of the Govcm nent to 
redeem them the bill is not worth the pa­ 
per it is printed on. 
“Oh !” it is said, “it will pay debts.” I 
want something that will more than pay 
debts. 
We don’t always expect to be in 
debt,I hope. Suppose that Congress should 
declare by law that a man must take a 
bushel of potatoes for a $500 debt, would 
that be just? But it is argued that the 
paper is legal tender, and he must take it 
whether he wants it or .not. Congress has 
power to pass bankrupt laws and free a 
I man from all debt, and it i9 claimed it ba9 
I pjw er to make these proposed greenbacks 
I legal tender ; but will they really pay a 
j debt ? How is the creditor going to get 
his pay ? 
Why, it is replied, as^it is legal 
tender, he can made somebody else take it 
from him. 
Very w ell; I want to iollow 
tbe money down, to see where it is, and I 
should like to ask what is going to happen 
to the fellow who takes it last? [Laugh­ 
ter.] 
Y ou all know the condition of France 
about a century ago, under the existence 
ol the assigners as they were called. The 
people were severely punished for refusing 
lo take them. 
The Government under­ 
took to force them upon the people, but 
they went down and down until they were 
not woith I cent per bushel. Do you know 
why? Becaus. they only had the fiat in 
them, though an attempt was made to 
base them on the church property ot the 
kingdom.
